. This is a motion for a mandamus to compal the defendants to levy 
with the taxes of 1863, an additional sum of $21,131.24 of unpaid 
Territorial taxes under the “Act to require certain counties tó levy, 
collect and pay over delinquent Territorial taxes,” chapter 68 of the 
Laws of 1868. The motion is founded upon a. sworn. petition of the 
Attorney General, alleging “that heretofore to wit :: July Ist, 1863, 
there was due from Leavenworth county, in said State of Kansas, 
the sum of twenty-one thousand one hundred thixty-one 3 34-100 dol- 
lars, the-same being the amount of Territorial tax due from said 
county as it appears from the records of the Territorial and State 
Auditor’s books, under the provisions of the various laws to provide 
for revenue enacted since January, A. D. 3858, by the Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of “Kansas, by reason of 
the said county having failed and neglected to levy and collect the 
same according to law.” The petition also,alleges the giving by 
the Auditor to the Clerk of said county, and by him to the defend- 
ants, the notice required by said act, and “that they have failed 
and refused to levy along with the other taxes for the year A. D. 
1863, a tax for the payment of the said sum, or any portion thereof, 
or to issue the bonds of said county of equal amount thereto,” and 
prays for a writ of mandamus to compel the.levy of such tax, dic.

State í or Territorial taxes are imposed by. law, not upon counties, 
but upon the people of the State or Territory, and ‘the individuals 
upon whose property the tax is ‘imposed, or who are personally 1 re- 
quired to pay it, are alone debtors for such tax.

This is a motion for a mandamus to compel tlie. tefendants'to levy 
and collect with the taxes of 1863, an additional sum of $5,327.10 
for a balance of Territorial taxes imposed upon the people of that 
county, in the years 1858, 1859 and 1860. 

It appears from the papers upon which the motion is 
founded, that such a balance of said taxes remains yet unpaid 
into the State Treasury, ahd this is all: the evidence given of any 
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default of the County Commissioners of Atchison county, or of any, 
one in regard to such taxes. Section 42 of the act to provide 1 for 
the assessment and collection of taxes, approved February 27, 1860, 
Compiled Laws 867, provides that “if any ' parcel of land cannot be. 
sold for the amount of tax, penalty and charges thereon, it shall be 
bid off by the County Treasurer for the county for such amount.” 
The tax law of 1858, in force up to the time of the passage of the 
act referred to, contains. a similar provision, and under both laws 
the owner/and occupant is allowed three years to redeem the land 
so sold. Section two of an act relating to the payment of taxes, 
passed February 27, 1860, which is still in foree, provides that 
County Treasurers: ‘shall not be reqftired to pay into. the Territorial 
Treasury more Territorial taxes than shall have been. actually col- 
lected in their respective counties. 

Under these laws, the only fair inference from the facts stated, is 


that lands have been bid off by the County Treasurer of Atchison 


county, for the taxes so unpaid, and have not yet. been redeemed. 
In which case no one is in default, but the taxes are in due course 
of collection. | 

The county has not failed to “levy” the tax, and is, therefore, 
not within the provisions of chapter 68 of the Laws of 1863. The 
motion must be denied.
